Police suspect an elderly 
carer strangled his frail wife 
before taking his own life. 

Officers were called to a house 
on quiet Mallory Grove, Is¬ 
lands Brow, after Edith 
Gravener’s daughter-in-law 
discovered the 79-year-old’s 
body inside. 

A search for Mrs Graven¬ 
er’s husband, Ronald, then al¬ 
so ended in tragedy when the 
78-year-old’s body was found 
in Carr Mill Dam. 

Subsequent post mortem 


examinations showed that 
Mrs Gravener, a retired seam¬ 
stress, died as a result of as¬ 
phyxiation and Mr Gravener, 
a retired coal miner, of drown¬ 
ing. 

A police spokeswoman 
confirmed that detectives be¬ 
lieve Mr Gravener strangled 
his wife before committing 
suicide. 

An investigation is now 
underway, with a file set to be 
prepared for the coroner. 

Stunned neighbours living 
in the sleepy cul-de-sac told 
of their shock after the bod¬ 
ies of the elderly couple were 
discovered just hours apart.

PSD Motors garage boss 
Phil Wilson who brought 
customer Ronnie Lyon back 
to life when he suffered a 
heart attack 


A St Helens garage boss 
became a lifesaver when a 
k customer suffered a mas- 
r sive heart attack during 
an MOT. 

Phil Wilson immedi¬ 
ately noticed some¬ 
thing was wrong 
when trade custom¬ 
er Ronnie Lyon in¬ 
advertently kept 
his foot on the 
accelerator dur¬ 
ing a vehicle test 
last Tuesday (De¬ 
cember 2). 

But the PSD 
Motors boss 
raced to the 
rescue - per¬ 



forming CPR on his pal and 
bringing him spluttering 
back to life. 

He said: “Ronnie brings 
all his MOTs to us and was in 
the car helping me with one 
at the time. I was just asking 
him to do certain things, like 
rev the engine. 

“All of a sudden he 
j ammed his foot on the accel¬ 
erator. I called him twice and 
quickly realised there was a 
problem. When I looked in 
the car he was leaning over 
to one side and had obviously 
gone. 

“I opened the door and 
quickly turned the engine 
off. He wasn’t breathing and 
didn’t have a pulse so I called 
999 and the lady I spoke 
to talked me through CPR 
and how to go about doing 
mouth-to-mouth and chest 
compressions. She was ab¬ 


solutely brilliant. Luckily he 
came round while I was do¬ 
ing that. I know Ronnie quite 
well - there was no way I was 
going to let him go. 

“It probably only took a 
couple of minutes but it felt 
like it took all day. I was so re¬ 
lieved when he came to. I was 
just on auto pilot - it was as 
if it wasn’t even me doing it.” 

Phil, 51, immediately told 
the 999 call-handler when 
Mr Lyon suddenly showed 
signs of life and she told him 
to keep up the CPR and tell 
her every time he gasped 
again. 

Moments later rapid re¬ 
sponse paramedics arrived 
at the Wharton Street garage 
and Phil was able to breathe 
a huge sigh of relief. 

The ambulance crews 
told him “well done” and 
hailed him a lifesaver. 


Mr Lyon, of Rainhill, who 
is in his 60s, was still in hos¬ 
pital this week but Phil says 
his pal is now on the mend. 

He added: “I felt a bit 
down afterwards because 
of the shock of it all and the 
thought of what might have 
happened. 

“But Ronnie then called 
me from hospital a couple of 
days later -1 couldn’t believe 
it. That made me feel much 
better. 

“He couldn’t remember 
anything about what had 
happened but just thanked 
me and joked T hope you 
didn’t kiss me!’ 

“His family were very 
grateful and all my friends 
and family think what I did 
was brilliant, but, to be hon¬ 
est, I don’t think I did any¬ 
thing more than anyone else 
would do in that situation.”

Attempts are being made to 
trace any living relatives of 
a St Helens man believed to 
have been murdered by the 
Nazis during World War Two. 

University of Cambridge aca¬ 
demic Dr Gilly Carr is trying 
to contact anyone related to 
Sidney Ashcroft or his father 
James ahead of the unveiling 
of a new resistance memorial 
in the Channel Islands. 

Dr Carr has been research- 
ing the extraordinary sto¬ 
ries of the eight people from 
Guernsey who were deported 
from the island during the 
years of the Nazi occupation 
and suffered the full horrors 
of the Third Reich. 

Captured in 1942 for resist¬ 
ing the rule of the island’s oc¬ 
cupying forces, he was sent by 
train across the continent to 
a succession of prisons from 
where he simply disappeared 
in 1945, never to be seen again. 

Sidney was born in 1921 af¬ 
ter James Ashcroft, who lived 
in Ashcroft Street in St Helens, 
married Charlotte Reeves from 


Tunbridge Wells. According to 
the newborn child’s birth cer¬ 
tificate James worked as a gas 
maker at the sheet glass works, 
burning coal to produce the gas 
for fuel. 

Charlotte and Sidney 
moved to the Channel Islands 


some time before World War 
Two broke out, although it is 
not know why James did not 
accompany them. Possible 
explanations include them 
moving to Guernsey for work, 
to escape potential bombing 
raids or event to help Sidney, 


who turned 19 in 1940, to avoid 
military service. 

The life of the family, to¬ 
gether with all the other resi¬ 
dents of the island, changed 
forever in 1940 when the Nazi 
forces invaded and successful¬ 
ly occupied the island. 


After working in green¬ 
houses to produce food for 
the islanders, Sidney came to 
the German authorities’ no¬ 
tice in May 1942 when he was 
arrested for “serious theft and 
resistance to officials”. A mili¬ 
tary court tribunal found him 
guilty. 

Although the details of the 
charges are hazy, friends tes¬ 
tified later than Sidney had 
stolen food from a German 
kitchen and had returned a 
blow to an occupying soldier 
after he had been struck first. 
This led to him being sen¬ 
tenced to two years and nine 
months of hard labour, just a 
few days short of his 21st birth¬ 
day. 

He was deported to the 
continent and spent time in 
Frankfurt prison before be¬ 
ing transported by railway to 
another jail in Straubing. An¬ 
other Guernsey man was al¬ 
so in prison in the south-east 
German city and wrote his tes¬ 
timony of what happened. 

He wrote: “On the morning 
of April 241945 about 4,800 
civil political and criminal 
prisoners were lined up in 
the prison yard and the direc¬ 
tor of the prison picked out the 
worst cases of illness, weak, or 


most wretched-looking per¬ 
sons. Sidney Ashcroft was put 
with them. 

“Although his condition 
was poor, had he been given 
the same food we had to eat ... 
as far as I can judge he would 
have lived at least a week. 
Should he be dead then it is 
possible he was murdered in 
some brutal manner such as 
being gassed or shot.” 

He did not return to Guern¬ 
sey following the war and no 
trace of him was ever found, 
even though his mother and 
friends wrote to the Brit¬ 
ish government and the Red 
Cross. 

Sidney’s will become one of 
eight names on a new memo¬ 
rial to be erected on Guernsey 
in April 2015 marking Channel 
Islanders who were deported 
and died in Nazi prisons and 
camps. The unveiling ceremo¬ 
ny will be followed by a recep¬ 
tion.

Conmen pose as police 
officers in new scam

Two elderly women in St Hel¬ 
ens were tricked into handing 
over a significant portion of 
their life-savings by conmen 
posing as police officers. 

The two victims were swin¬ 
dled out of almost £12,500 
after falling victim to be an 
elaborate scam. 

In one incident, on Decem¬ 
ber 2, a woman in her 70s was 
called by a man claiming to be 
a man claiming to be a detec¬ 
tive working at Hammersmith 
police station in London. 

He told her someone had 
tried to access her bank ac¬ 
count and that she needed to 
withdraw the rest of her mon¬ 
ey so it could be checked for 
fingerprints 

The woman went to her 
bank and drew out a substan¬ 
tial amount of cash. Police 
have declined to reveal the 
exact amount but a spokes¬ 
man said it was approaching a 


five-figure sum. She then took 
it home and, almost immedi¬ 
ately, the phone rang again 
and the same man said there 
was a courier at the door to col- 
lect the money. 

When the victim opened 
the door, a man described as 
Asian was stood outside. 

He said he was a courier 
acting for the police and took 
the money away. 

A similar incident hap¬ 
pened the next day, in which 
a woman in her 80s from Clock 
Face was targeted. 

The offender again claimed 
to be from Hammersmith Po¬ 
lice and told the woman to get 
a taxi to the bank. 

Luckily, bank staff were 
concerned about her and on¬ 
ly allowed her to withdraw 
£2,500. 

When she went home the 
offender called again and told 
her a courier was waiting to 
collect the money. She opened 
the door and, again, a man de¬ 
scribed as Asian was waiting. 

As instructed, she handed 
over the cash to him. 

Police are also aware of 


two other incidents in which 
a man posing as a police 
officer has tried, unsuccess¬ 
fully, to get victims to hand 
over cash. 

Supt Louise Harrison said: 
“All these offences are very 
similar and we believe they 
are all linked. 

“Incidents like these are 
comparatively rare but when 
they do happen they can have 
a big effect on the victims. 

“Offenders are usually very 
plausible and can pose as a 
range of officials, not just po¬ 
lice officers. 

“However, any genuine of¬ 
ficial would never call people 
over the phone and ask them 
to withdraw money from a 
bank account. 

“If anyone does, never give 
out any personal details and 
never hand anything over.” 

Supt Harrison added: “We 
are also working with the 
banks and I know their staff 
are on the look out for suspi¬ 
cious transactions or any¬ 
one who they believe may be 
the target of offences such as 
these.”

For example, pensioners may find they arc 
unable to claim on their travel insurance because 
the terms and conditions contain an age limit oc 
something similar.

was outside the property 
when paramedics arrived, 
had sustained a serious 
knife wound. 

O’Shaughnessy, also of 
Tilbrook Drive, was held 
on suspicion of assault but 
then re-arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder when Mr 
Butterworth succumbed 
to his injury. 

A Home Office post 
mortem found that the 
victim died as a result of a 
single stab wound. 

O’Shaughnessy was 
subsequently charged and 
appeared before St Helens 
Magistrates’ Court yester¬ 
day. 

The case was trans¬ 
ferred to Liverpool Crown 
Court where she is due to 
appear tomorrow. 

The victim’s family is¬ 
sued a brief tribute to Mr 
Butterworth, which read: 
“After the tragic loss of 
our son David, who will be 
sadly missed, the family 
request privacy to grieve 
him. 

“David, you will always 
be in our hearts.”

A St Helens man has become 
the first person on Mersey¬ 
side to be given a Criminal 
Behaviour Order (CBO). 

Ian Kevin Moore was issued 
with a two-year order under 
the new Anti-Social Behav¬ 
iour, Crime and Policing Act 

2014. 

The 32-year-old is now 
banned from entering any li¬ 
censed premises, including 
pubs, off-licenses, clubs and 
restaurants in the St Helens 
town centre. 

Sgt Mark Stanisstreet, 
from the St Helens Neigh¬ 
bourhood Policing Team, 
said: “This individual has been 
causing considerable prob¬ 
lems in the town centre. 

“I hope that this sends out 
a strong message to those in¬ 
dividuals who are intent on 
blighting our communities, 
that we will use all the pow¬ 
ers and tools available to us 
to make sure that the vast 
majority of our citizens can 
live, work and socialise in 
a happy and safe environ¬ 
ment.” 

The CBO was introduced 
this year to give police the 


power to deal with persistent¬ 
ly anti-social individuals who 
are also engaged in criminal 
activity. 


Breaching the order has 
tough criminal sanctions and 
can lead to a maximum sen¬ 
tence of five years in prison.

Repair work that will kick- 
start the restoration of 
Prescot town centre is 
underway as part of the local 
Townscape Heritage Initiative 
(THI). 

Work has already progressed 
significantly at 40 High Street, 
which is more than halfway 
through its grant-aided works 
and is expected to be complete 
externally in mid-December. 

The £125,000 project will 
see the vacant upper floors re¬ 
turned to use as a flat, while 
the external repairs and res¬ 
toration are well underway.

One of two new arrivals at St 
Helens’ transport museum 
was imported from Malta 
after it failed to meet new 
regulations after the country 
joined the EU. 

The DBY 318 was a traditional 
route bus on the Mediterrane¬ 


an isle until July 2011 when the 
Maltese government boycott¬ 
ed services previously run by 
the Public Transport Associa¬ 
tion in favour of Arriva Malta. 

But Malta’s loss is St Hel¬ 
ens’ gain as the bus has now 
been purchased by North 
West Museum of Road Trans¬ 
port member Mike Lloyd. 

He even hopes to improve 
the safety of the vehicle and 
get it registered in the UK so 
it can be used for visitor rides

around St Helens.Maltese 
buses are unique as many 
were converted from army 
lorry chassis dating back to 
the Second World War. 

Others were purchased 
from the UK before being al¬ 
tered beyond all recognition. 

The DBY318 is badged AEC 
Reliance but is in fact carry¬ 
ing a DAF 620 engine. Its body 
has been completely changed 
over the years and has recently 
been completely rebuilt. 


Bought by museum mem¬ 
ber Mike Lloyd, it was shipped 
to the UK a couple of weeks 
ago. 

Fittingly, the words “All 
Saints” were already inscribed 
on the bus’s rear panel - so it 
has come to the right place! 

The Hall Street museum’s 
other new arrival is a rare 
Fodens bus which operated 
in Warrington until 1972. 

Fodens were renowned 
for building heavy lorries 


but built very few buses and 
coaches. Today, just three 
double decker examples sur¬ 
vive - one of which has just 
been purchased by museum 
secretary Clive Arnold. 

Built in 1956 it would have 
served the Warrington to St 
Helens route many times. 

It was sold to an enthusiast 
in 1972 for preservation and, 
for a while, was housed in the 
old St Helens transport mu¬ 
seum. 


Husband, 78

One said: “They had lived here 
for 20-plus years and were a 
really lovely couple. She suf¬ 
fered from dementia but he 
was totally devoted to her and 
cared for her around the clock. 
We used to see him going up 
the road to get his paper every 
morning. 

“It’s terrible what’s hap¬ 
pened. We’ve lived here for 30 
years and nothing like this has 
ever happened around here 
before.” 

Another told how the first 
he knew was when police 
knocked on his door and told 
him that Mrs Gravener had 
been found dead and that Mr 
Gravener and his car had dis¬ 
appeared. 

He added: “Whichever way 
you look at it, it’s a tragedy.” 

Inquests into both deaths 
were opened on Monday af¬ 
ternoon. 

In the opening statements 
it was revealed that Mrs 
Gravener’s daughter-in-law, 
Amanda, had arrived at Mal¬ 
lory Grove shortly after 9am 
last Tuesday (December 2) to 
take Mrs Gravener to see her 
GP, but had found the couple’s 
property unlocked. 

Inside, she discovered Mrs 
Gravener’s body and a note, 
penned by Mr Gravener, in 
which he apologised for his 
actions. 

A subsequent police search 
resulted in officers finding Mr 
Gravener’s body in Carr Mill 
Dam shortly before lpm. 

Police said an investigation 
into both deaths was “ongo¬ 
ing” but, tellingly, detectives 
confirmed that they were not 
seeking anyone else in relation 
to either death.

ST.HELENS AGAINST 
NIGHTTIME DISORDER 
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Couple’s warning after 
e-cigarette explodes

A local man has issued a 
warning about the dangers of 
e-cigarettes after a charging 
e-cig sparked a fire. 

Robert Bell was charging his 
wife’s e-cig at his home in Pres¬ 
cot, when he suddenly heard a 
huge bang and his sitting room 
became engulfed in smoke. 

He told how the e-cig had 
exploded upwards before 
sparking a small fire. 

Mr Bell said: “It was only a 
very small fire - it burnt our 
wooden floor. 

“But it’s a good job I was in 
the house at the time. If I had 
been out it could have been 
ioo times worse. 

“I heard a bang - like the 
noise a firework makes - and 
the e-cig shot into the air. 
Smoke then started filling the 
room and there was a small 
flame on the floor.” 

He added: “I want to warn 
people about the dangers of 


e-cigs. My sister had one ex¬ 
plode in her house too.” 

This is just the latest in a 
series of warning signs in the 
region. 

In June a charging e-cig 
exploded at a home in neigh¬ 
bouring Wigan - sparking a 
ferocious house fire which 
killed a neighbour’s cat. 

And in October, a man was 
rushed to hospital after his 


e-cig exploded and caused 
shards of metal to embed in 
his legs. 

Emergency crews were ini¬ 
tially called to reports of a fire. 

But upon arrival, firefight¬ 
ers found a man in his 40s with 
serious injuries. 

The blast produced so 
much force that it blew out 
the lenses in his glasses. 

Station manager Ben Levy 


said: “The gentleman was sit¬ 
ting on his sofa in his shorts 
smoking his e-cigarette. The 
e-cig became very hot and he 
threw it on the floor. It then 
exploded and a piece of metal 
went through the man’s leg, 
put a hole in a door and rico¬ 
cheted off a wall. 

“Another section of the e- 
cig wounded his other leg in 
the explosion.”

Make it the season to be savvy with these simple money-saving measures 


W ith consumer 
confidence in 
the economy 
continuing to 
grow, many of 
us may be tempted to splash 
out a bit more this Christmas 
than we have done in recent 
years. 

The average UK adult is 
set to spend £530 this fes¬ 
tive season, equating to a 
total seasonal spend of £26 
billion across the country, 
according to research from 
the Government-backed 
Money Advice Service 
(MAS). 

That’s a total of £2 billion 
more than last year. 

Certainly, the frenzied 
scenes as shoppers piled 
into stores on Black Friday, 
with yet more mayhem on 
Cyber Monday, suggest 
there’s a strong appetite for 
a bargain or two this year. 


But behind all this brisk 
activity, many people are 
still feeling the pinch, not 
least because wage growth 
is yet to start taking off.

“cutback calculator”, found 
at moneyadviceservice.org. 
uk/cutback.

1. Fix your budget. List 
what you expect to spend, 
from decorations to food. 
Around £28 is spent per 
person typically over 
Christmas on food and 
drink that never gets used. 

2. Boost your Christmas 
fund. Try to put aside mon¬ 
ey now. 

3. Compare the high 
street and the internet. 
Shopping online can often 
be cheaper, but not al¬ 
ways. Look out for discount 
vouchers. 

4. Tempting treats. Look 
out for multi-buy discount 
deals in supermarkets, but 
remember they’re only a 


bargain if you’re actually go¬ 
ing to use them. 

5. Freeze it. Freezing es¬ 
sential items now can help 
you spread the cost and save 
a last-minute dash around 
the supermarket later. 

6. Making Christmas 
cards, decorations and 
cakes from scratch can add 
the personal touch as well 
as saving you money. 

7. Think twice if you’re 
offered store credit. While 
you might get an instant dis¬ 
count on a purchase from 
using a store card, you could 
end up with a New Year debt 
hangover and these cards of¬ 
ten come with hefty fees.

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Elvis attackers got 
in a taxi to St Helens 



Police are hunting these two 
men in connection with a bru¬ 
tal attack on a man dressed as 
Elvis who was celebrating his 
stag do. 

The victim was knocked 
unconscious and suffered 
three breaks to his jaw during 
the horrific incident in Ashton 
last month. 

Police believe his attackers 
then caught a taxi to Haydock 
or St Helens. 

The 33-year-old victim 
was attacked outside Rain¬ 
bow Taxis on Wigan Road, at 
about 5.45am on Sunday, No¬ 
vember 16. 

The victim had been enjoy¬ 
ing a night out with his friends 
celebrating his stag do and 
was waiting for a taxi when he 
was approached by the offend¬ 
er, who initially asked him for 
a cigarette. 

Without provocation, the 
offender then punched the 
man in the face, knocking him 
unconscious. 

Bizarrely, the assailant 
then apologised and when 
the man came to, he got a taxi 
to Wigan Hospital where he 


underwent surgery for three 
breaks to his jaw. 

The offender is described 
as being white, bald and wear¬ 
ing a grey or darkjumper. 

Police are now appealing 
to anyone with information 
to come forward. 

DC Cameron Hackett said: 
“Quite what prompted the of¬ 
fender to launch into a totally 
unprovoked and needless at¬ 
tack only he can know. Maybe 
he took exception to what the 
victim was wearing or maybe 
he was j ust drunk but whatev¬ 
er his motive, it was a sense¬ 
less attack on a man who was 
simply out celebrating his up¬ 
coming nuptials. 

“This is no laughing matter, 


as this man will remember his 
stag do for all the wrong rea¬ 
sons. He had to undergo sur¬ 
gery to repair three breaks 
to his jaw not to mention the 
emotional upheaval at a time 
when he should be planning 
for the happiest day of his life. 

“We need to find whomev¬ 
er is responsible for this attack 
so I would appeal to anyone 
who has information to come 
forward. 

“If youwitnessed the alter¬ 
cation at the taxi rank or you 
suspect who may have been 
involved, then please call us.”

It was a 
good test of our preparations 

- and I’m pleased to say eve¬ 
rything worked really well. 

hristmas is all

This year we are again 
running the ‘One Punch Can 
Kill’ campaign - which dra¬ 
matically underlines the link 
between too much alcohol - 
and its potentially lethal con¬ 
sequences.

Substance backing up style

TH E all-new Vitara is a very 
likeable left-field mid-size 
soft-roader with plenty of 
substance to back up the 
style. 

The old Grand Vitara has been 
drawing its pension for years, 
so it’s no surprise that its re¬ 
placement, the road-biased 
Vitara (no ‘Grand’ this time) is 


light years ahead. It gets anew 
chassis and is a similar size to 
Suzuki’s own SX4 S-Cross, but 
is shorter, wider and taller. 

There’s also a new part- 
time four-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem, a whole bunch of luxury 
features including a reversing 
camera, a panoramic sliding 
sunroof and climate control, 
and it’s not set to be particu¬ 
larly expensive, either. 

It’s very obviously led by 
style and chunkiness suits it 
to a tee. 


If you saw its silhouette 
alone you’d think it was a 
proper 4x4, but see it in full 
daylight and it’s clear there’s 
more ‘lifestyle’ than ‘life in the 
wilderness’ about the new Vi¬ 
tara. 

Suzuki has an enduring 
image in the UK as a maker of 
off-roaders; a factor the firm 
wants to use to its advantage. 
The Brits’ desire for cars with 
all-road ability, without being 
as fuel-thirsty as an old-school 
off-roader or as compromised 


on the road, is only getting 
stronger. Suzuki hopes the 
Vitara has arrived at the right 
time. What’s more, the interi¬ 
or is for the first time custom¬ 
isable, with different coloured 
trim inserts and even an op¬ 
tion to have the classy central 
analogue clock use Kanji Japa¬ 
nese symbols instead of non¬ 
descript dashes. 

While it shares basic chas¬ 
sis components with the SX4 
S-Cross, the Vitara has its own 
character.

A sporting tale 
like no other 


F ew rugby oriented 
books have given me 
more pleasure and 
also a chance to take 
a nostalgic trip down 
memory lane than Peter Har¬ 
vey’s autobiography, ‘Red¬ 
head with Fire in his Boots.’ 

Unlike Peter - a members of 
the Saints’ all-conquering side 
of 1966 when they lifted the 
Championship, the League 
Leaders’ Shield, the Lanca¬ 
shire League and the Chal¬ 
lenge Cup -1 never scaled any 
great heights on the sporting 
fields of England. 

But, as we were both born 
in the 1940s, our early years 
followed a similar pattern - 
having to wash in a tin bath in 
front of a roaring fire, living in 
a home without an inside toi¬ 
let, swimming in forbidden 
waters (and almost drowning) 
and getting up to all kinds of 
other mischief synonymous 
with growing up in pre and 
post-war Britain. 

As you will have already 
gathered, Peter’s book does 
not entirely revolve around his 
exploits as both a Rugby Union 
player, where as a schoolboy 
he captained England without 
ever going on to make the sen¬ 
ior squad, and a Rugby League 
star, but his career as a teach¬ 
er and subsequently a head¬ 
master and the day his school 
in Kirkby was half burnt down 
by arsonists! 

Saints’ chairman Eamonn 
McManus wrote the foreword 
to the book which, apart from 
the rugby, is a unique view of 
social history from the coal 
mines to the present day and 
hit the nail on the head when 
he said: “Peter’s journey 
through life and sport is, in¬ 
deed, a fascinating one which 


will educate any readers. 

“It is more than a collec¬ 
tion of sporting memories and 
indirectly a great commentary 
of a rich era of rapid social 
change in the then industrial 
north and the country itself.” 

I couldn’t have put it any 
better myself! 

The autobiography, which 
I would recommend to any 
Reporter readers whether 
Saints’ fans or those with just 
an interest in local history, is 
available from all good book 
shops as well as the Langtree 
Park Superstore priced 
£14.99.

The countdown to Martin 
Murray’s world title bout with 
fearsome puncher Gennady 
Golovkin has well and truly 
begun. 

The Pride of St Helens boxer, 
32, is set to face the unbeaten 
middleweight king in Monte 
Carlo live on Channel Five in 
February. 

Murray’s previous two 
world title shots resulted in 
a stunning draw against Fe¬ 
lix Sturm in Germany and a 
controversial points defeat 
against Sergio Martinez in 
Argentina. 

And he insisted that facing 
the Kazakh wrecking ball was 
not a mission impossible. 

He said: “It’s a tough fight 
and there’s a lot of things 
working against me. I was hop¬ 
ing Golovkin’s previous oppo¬ 
nents would show some type 
of chink in his armour, but 
none of them have done it yet. 

“But I really think I can 
beat him. I know on my day I 
can beat anyone and with my 
trainer we’re working on tac¬ 
tics to nullify his main weap¬ 
on, which is his power. 

“Bigger upsets have hap¬ 
pened and it won’t be an up-

set for me.” 

The world champion, who 
has stopped his last 18 op¬ 
ponents inside the distance, 
said he was “really happy” to 
secure a fight with Murray. 

Golovkin said: “I respect 
him, he’s a great fighter. Mar¬ 
tin is very strong, I think he’s 
my best opponent. 

“He’s the biggest challeng¬ 
er for me. He has style and 
more boxing class.” 

Earlier this year Murray 
admitted that periods of in¬ 
activity following both the 
Sturm and Martinez bouts 
caused his career to lose cru¬ 
cial momentum and left him 
with a “rebuilding process”. 

But he still hopes to win a 
world title and then defend his 


title at Langtree Park - which 
is just half a mile from where 
he grew up. 

Murray added: “Hopeful¬ 
ly it will be third time lucky. I 
boxed so well against Sturm 
and Martinez that it has made 
me a dangerous opponent for 
a title holder. 

“But the fact that I could 
quite easily have been a world 
champion by now shows that 
I’m not far away.” 

Murray’s coach, Oliver Har¬ 
rison, also backed his charge 
to become world champion. 

He said: “Everybody seems 
to think Martin’s going to lose 
to Golovkin - he won’t lose. 

“Golovkin may have the 
power but Martin’s got the 
skills to beat him.”

“It wasn’t that tough; I was 
still part of the team and it was 
fantastic to get over the line 
after such a tough run with 
injuries,” he said. “We had a 
brilliant start and it got us a 
home tie in the play-offs.

and watch it. Obviously I wish 
I’d played and it was gutting to 
miss it. But it was awesome to 
see the lads win.” 

Lomax also revealed he is 
revelling in the experience of 
working with new head coach 
and club legend, Keiron Cun¬ 
ningham. 

“It’s really exciting to have 
someone like Kez in charge - 
his passion is there for all to 
see,” said Lomax.
